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AN ORDINANCE OF THE GITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA, AUTHORIZING THI 
ISSUANCE OF AN INSTALLMENT REVENUE BOND 
IN THE PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF $560,000,00 FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING A PORTION OF THI 
COST OF CONSTRUCTION OF A SANITARY SEWER 
SYSTEM, PROVIDING FOR THE COLLECTION, 
HANDLING, AND DISPOSITION OF REVENUES OF 
SUCH SYSTEM, CREATING \ STATUTORY 
MORTGAGE LIEN TO SECURE THE PAYMENT OF 
SAID BOND, AND FOR RELATED PURPOSES. 

WHEREAS, the governing body of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, (hereinafter called the ‘‘Municipal- 
ity’’), has heretofore determined the necessity and 
advisability of constructing and operating a Sanitary 
Sewer System (hereinafter called the ‘‘System’’) to 
serve the Municipality and the area adjacent thereto; 
and WHEREAS, the Municipality has applied to the 
United States of America, acting by and through 
the Farmers Home Administration, United States 
Department of Agriculture (hereinafter called the 
‘fGovernment’’), for a grant in the amount of $346, 
210,00, under the provistons of Title 7, Sections 
1926 et seq., U.S.C.A, (section 306 (a) of the Consol- 


idated Farmers Home Administration Act of 1961, 
as amended - Public Law 89-240, 89th Congress), 
for the purpose of providing a portion of the cost 


of construction of said System; and 

NHEREAS, the Municipality does not have the funds 
to construct said System and desires to obtain the 
necessary funds to pay the cost thereof, over and above 
the amount of the grant hereinabove referred to, and 
to issue an Installment Revenue Bond in the amount 
of $560,000.00 under the provisions of Title 37 
section 308 -340, inclusive, Code of Alabama, Re- 
compiled 1958, NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED 
by the Council of the Municipality (hereinafter called 
the “‘soverning body’’) as follows: 

SECTION 1, (a) That the System be constructed and 
equipped in accordance with plans and specifications 
prepared by Dixie Engineers, Inc. Engineer, and (b) 
that it is necessary to defray a portion of the costs 
of construction and equipping the System through 
obtaining a loan made by the United States of America 
hereinafter called the ‘‘Government’’, in accordance 
with applicable provisions of the Consolidated Farmers 
Home Administration Act of 1961, as amended, it 
being determined that the Municipality is unable to 
obtain sufficient credit elsewhere to finance the 
System, taking into consideration prevailing private 
and cooperative rates and terms currently available, 
It is estimated that the period of usefulness of the 
System will exceed 41 years. 

SECTION 2. That the Municipality borrow $560,000,00 
and issue as evidence thereof an Installment Revenue 
Bond (hereinafter called the ‘‘Bond’’) in the form 
prescribed by the Farmers Home Administration for 


interest in the name of the United States of America in 
an appropriate hook in the office of the Clerk of 
Borrower, such repistration to be noted on the back 
hereof by said Clerk and no transfer hereof shall be 
valid unless made on the said book and similarly 
noted on the back hereof, 

This Bond is given as evidence of a loan to 
Borrower made by the Government pursuant to the 
Consolidated Farmers Home Administration Act of 
1961, as amended, and shall be subject to the pre- 
sent regulations of the Farmers Home Administra~ 
tion and to its future regulations not inconsistent 
with the expressed provisions thereof, 

Both the principal of and interest on this Bond 
shall be paid to the United States of America at the 
office of the Farmers Home Administration serving 
Coffee County, Alabama, 

This Bond is issued for the purpose of defray- 
ing a portion of the cost of acquiring and construc- 
ting a sewer system, hereinafter called the “‘System’”’, 
and acquiring the necessary property thereof, and is 
issued under the authority of Title 37, Sections 
308-340, inclusive, Code of Alabama, Recompiled 
1958, pursuant to an ordinance adopted by the Borrow- 
er on the day of » 19 . The 
principal of and interest on this Bond are exempted 
from any and all State, County and Municipal and 
other taxation whatsoever under the laws of the State 
of Alahama, 

This Bond is payable solely from the revenues 
derived from the operation of the System, a suffi- 
cient portion of which to pay the principal of an 
interest on this Bond is exclusively pledged and shall 
be set aside as a special fund for that purpose, 

This Bond is secured by a Statutory Mortgage 
Lien upon the System, including any additions there- 
to and extensions thereof, as authorized by Section 
313, Title 37, Code of Alabama, Recompiled 1958,

If the Municipality for any reason shall fail to 
make such monthly transfer, then an amount equel 
to the deficiency shall be set apart and placed in the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund out of the gross 
revenues in the ensuing month or months, which 
amount shall be in addition to the regular monthly 
amount required during such succeeding month or 
months, : 

Whenever there shall accumulate in the Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund amounts in excess of the 
requirements during the next twelve months for pay- 
ing principal and interest on outstanding install- 
ments, and tn excess of the requirements of the 
Operation and Maintenance Fund, the Debt Service 
Fund and the Replacement and Extension Fund here- 
inafter established, such excess may be used by the 
Municipality to make prepayments on the Bond, 

(2) Operation and Maintenance Fund, After the 
transfer required in (1) above, there shall be set 
iside and placed in an Operation and Maintenance 
Fund each month a sufficient portion of the income 
wid revenue to pay the reasonable and necessary 
current expenses of operating and maintaining said 
system for the current month, 

(8) Debt Service Fund, Out of the balance of 
income and revenue in the Gross Revenue Account 
maining after the transfers required in (1) and 
(2) above have been made, there shall be set aside 
and placed in the Debt Service Fund the Sum of 
$200,00 each month until there is accumulated in 
the Debt Service Fund the sum of $29,000,00, after 
which no further transfer need be made into said 
fund except to replace withdrawals, The Dept Service 
Fund shall be used and disbursed only when necessary 
for the purpose of makin payments of principal of 
and interest on the Bond hereby authorized in the 
event the amount in the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund is insufficient to meet such payments, When- 
ever dishursements are made from said fund, said 
monthly transfer shall then be resumed until there 
is again accumulated the maximum amount of $29, 
000,00, at which time such transfers shall be given 
discontinued, 

(4) Replacement and Extension Fund, Out of the 
balance of income and reyenue in the Gross Revenue 
\ccount remaining after the transfers required in 
(1), (2), and (3) above have been made, there shall 
be set aside and placed in the Replacement and Ex- 
tension Fund the sum of $100.00 each month until 
there is accumulated in the Replacement and Ex- 
tionsion Fund the sum of 15,000.00, after which no 
further transfers need to be made into said fund 
except to replace withdrawals, The Replacement and 
Extension Fund shall be used and disbursed only for 
the purpose of paying the cost of repairing or re- 


os 
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addition to the interest on the unpaid Bond, interest ) 
on all such advances or expenditures in connection 
therewith made by the Government at the same per 
annum rate specified in the Bond, All such advances, 
expenditures and interest thereon shall be deemed pay-~ 
able upon demand immediately after any such ex- 
penditure by the Government, Any such amounts due 
the Government shall take priority over any other pay- 
ments from the Reserve Account, 

SECTION 8, In order to secure the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Bond, pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 813, Title 37, Code of 
Alabama, Recompiled 1958, there is hereby created 
a Statutory Mortgage Lien in favor of the holder of 
the Bond upon the System, including any after-acquir- 
ed property. 

There will be filed for record in the Office of 
the Judge of Probate in the County or Counties in 
which any part of the System is located a notice con- 
taining a brief description of the Bond and a de- 
claration that said Statutory Mortgage Lien has been 
created for the benefit of the holder of such Bond 
upon the System, including any additions thereto and 
extensions thereof, The Mayor and Clerk of the Muni- 
cipality are authorized and directed to execute and file 
said Declaration, 

SECTION 9, A, Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as to prevent the issuance, with the prior 
written consent of the State Director of the Farmers 
Home Administration for the State of Alabama, by the 
Municipality of additional bonds or obligations payable 
from the income of revenue derived from the operation 
of the System and constituting a lien upon said revenues 
on a parity with, but not prior to nor superior to, the 
lien of the Bond herein authorized, nor to prevent 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations refunding 
all or a part of the Bond herein authorized, provided, 
however, that the Municipality, at the time of the 
issuance of such additional obligations, is not, and 
has not been in default as to the payments required to 
be made under this ordinance for a period of at least 
twenty-four months, or if at such time, the Bond 
authorized hereby has not been issued and outstanding 
for a period of twenty-four months, then for the 
period said Bond has been issued and outstanding, 
and provided, that before such additional parity bonds 
or other parity obligations are authorized or actually 
issued, other than refunding bonds or other refunding 
obligations (unless any lien or revenues of the 
System of the obligations refunded is subordinate to 
the Hen of the Bond herein authorized and the lien on 
revenues of the System of the refunding obligations 
is on a parity with the lien thereon of the Bond 
herein authorized), the annual earning derived from 
the operation of the System for the fiscal year im- 
mediately preceding the date of the issuance of such 
additional parity obligations shall have been sufficient 
to pay the costs of operation and maintenance of the

AN ORDINANCE OF THE GITY GOUNGIL OF THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA, AUTHORIZING THE 
ISSUANCE OF AN INSTAJ.LMENT REVENUE BOND 
IN THE PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF $560,000.00 FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING A PORTION OF THE 
COST OF CONSTRUGTION OF A SANITARY SEWER 
SYSTEM, PROVIDING FOR THE COLLECTION, 
HANDLING, AND DISPOSITION OF REVENUES OF 
SUCH SYSTEM, CREATING A STATUTORY 
MORTGAGE LIEN TO SECURE THE PAYMENT OF 
SAID BOND, AND FOR RELATED PURPOSES. 


WHEREAS, the governing body of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, (hereinafter called the ‘‘Municipal- 
ity’), has heretofore determined the necessity and 
advisability of constructing and operating a Sanitary 
Sewer System (hereinafter called the ‘‘System’’) to 
serve the Municipality and the area adjacent thereto; 
and WHEREAS, the Municipality has applied to the 
United States of America, acting by and through 
the Farmers Home Administration, United States 
Department of Agriculture (hereinafter called the 
“‘Government’’), for a grant in the amount of $346, 
210,00, under the provisions of Title 7, Sections 
1926 et seq., U.S.C.A, (section 306 (a) of the Gonsol- 
idated Farmers Home Administration Act of 1961, 
as amended = Public Law 89-240, 89th Congress), 
for the purpose of providing a portion of the cost 
of construction of said System; and 
WHEREAS, the Municipality does not have the funds 
to construct said System and desires to obtain the 
necessary funds to pay the cost thereof, over and above 
the amount of the grant hereinabove referred to, and 
to issue an Installment Revenue Bond in the amount 
of $560,000.00 under the provisions of Title 37, 
Section 308 ~340, inclusive, Code of Alabama, Re- 
compiled 1958, NOW, THEREFORE, BEIT ORDAINED 
by the Council of the Municipality (hereinafter called 
the ‘“‘governing body’’) as follows: 
SECTION 1. (a) That the System be constructed and 
equipped in accordance with plans and specifications 
prepared by Dixie Engineers, Inc, Engineer, and (b) 
that it is necessary to defray a portion of the costs 
of construction and equipping the System through 
obtaining a loan made by the United States of America 
hereinafter called the ‘‘Government’’, in accordance 
with applicable provisions of the Consolidated Farmers 
Horie Administration Act of 1961, as amended, it 
being determined that the Municipality is unable to 
obtain sufficient credit elsewhere to finance the 
System, taking into consideration prevailing private 
and cooperative rates and terms currently available, 
It is estimated that the period of usefulness of the 
System will exceed 41 years, 
SECTION 2, That the Municipality borrow $560,000.00 
and issue as evidence thereof an Installment Revenue 
Bond (hereinafter called the ‘‘Bond’’) in the form 
prescribed by the Farmers Home Administration for 
the full principal amount of the loan, The Bond shall 
be signed by the Mayor, attested by the Glerk, and 
the corporate seal of the Municipality affixed thereto, 
The Bond shall bear interest from its date, which 
shall be the date of delivery, at a rate not to exceed 
four percent (4%) per annum; the principal and interest 
to be paid in annual*installments over a period not 
to exceed 40 years from the date of the Bond, the 
first installment to be due January 1, 1971. Each 
payment shall be applied first to the payment of the 
accrued interest and second to the payment of the 
principal. Prepayments of scheduled installments, 
or any portion thereof, may be made at any time at 
the option of the Municipality. Refunds and extra

KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: That the 
City of Elba, Alabama, hereinafter called “Borrower”, 
hereby acknowledges itself indebted to and, for value 
received, promises to pay, from the revenue and in 
the manner hereinafter set forth, to the order of the 
Unitéd States of America, acting through the Farmers 
Home Administration, United States Department of 
Agriculture, hereinafter called the ‘Government’, 
the principal sum of ($560,000.00) Five Hundred, 
Sixty Thousand Dollars, plus interest on the unpaid 
principal balance at the rate of four percent (4%) 
per annum, The said principal and interest shall be 
payable in the installments on the following dates: 
January 1, 1971, and $ 

annually thereafter on January 1, until the principal 
and interest are fully paid except that the final 
installment of the entire indebtedness evidenced 
hereby, if not sooner paid, shall be due and payable 
forty (40) years from the date of this Bond.

Borrower herby certifies that it is unable to 
obtain sufficient credit elsewhere to finance its acutal 
needs at reasonable rates and terms, taking into con- 
sideration prevailing private and cooperative rates 
and terms in or near its community for loans for 
similar purposes and periods of time, and that the 
Bond does not constitute an indebtedness. by such 
borrower within the State constitutional provision or 
statutory limitation, 

If at any time it shall appear to the Govern- 
ment that Borrower may be able to obtain a loan 
from a responsible cooperative or private credit 
source at reasonable rates and terms for loans for 
similar purposes and periods of time, Borrower will, 
at the Government’s request, apply for and accept 
such loan in sufficient amount to repay the Govern- 
ment,

(1) Bond and Interss. “.edemption Fund, There

1/12 (or such larger amounts as necessary) of the

If the Municipality for any reason shall fail to 
make such monthly transfer, then an amount equal 
to the deficiency shall be set apart and placed in the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund out of the gross 
revenues in the ensuing month or months, which 
amount shall be in addition to the regular monthly 
amount required during such succeeding month or 
months, 

Whenever there shall accumulate in the Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund amounts in excess of the 
requirements curing the next twelve months for pay- 
ing principal and interest on outstanding install- 
ments, and in excess of the requirements of the 
Operation and Maintenance Fund, the Debt Service 
Fund and the Replacement and Extension Fund here- 
Inafter established, such excess may be used by the 
Municipality to make prepayments on the Bond, 

(2) Operation and Maintenance Fund, After the 
transfer required in (1) above, there shall be set 
aside and placed in an Operation and Maintenance 
Fund each month a sufficient portion of the income

(3) Debt Service Fund, Out of the balance of 
income and revenue in the Gross Revenue Account 
remaining after the transfers required in (1) and 
(2) above have been made, there shall be set aside 
and placed in the Debt Service Fund the Sum of 
$200.00 each month until there is accumulated in 
the Debt Service Fund the sum of $29,000.00, after 
which no further transfer need be made into said 
fund except to replace withdrawals, The Dept Service 
Fund shall be used and disbursed only when necessary 
for the purpose of making payments of principal of 
and interest on the Bond hereby authorized in the 
event the amount in the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund is insufficient to meet such payments, When- 
ever disbursements are made from said fund, said 
monthly transfer shall then be resumed until there 
is again accumulated the maximum amount of $29, 
000,00, at which time such transfers shall be given 
discontinued, 

(4) Replacement and Extension Fund, Out of the 

balance of income and revenue in the Gross Revenue 
Account remaining after the trafsfers required in 
(1), (2), and (3) above haye been made, there shall 
be set aside and placed in the Replacement and Ex- 
tension Fund the sum of $100.00 each month until 
there is accumulated in the Replacement and Ex- 
tionsion Fund the sum of 15,000.00, after which no 
further transfers need to be made into said fund 
except to replace withdrawals, The Replacement and 
Extension Fund shall be used and disbursed only for 
the purpose of paying the cost of repairing or re- 
placing any damage to the System which may be 
caused by an unforeseen catastrophe for for making 
improvements or extensions to the System. Whenever 
disbursements are made from said fund, said mon- 
thly transfers shall then be resumed until there is 
again accumulated the maximum amount of $15,000,00, 
at which time such transfers shall be again dis- 
continued, 
SECTION 6, Any money in the Construction Account 
not needed to ‘defray acquisition and construction 
costs within the next 90 days from the time when 
such surplus shall exist, and in the Revenue Fund 
Account not needed to defray the principal and in- 
terest requirements for the Bond payable from the 
System revenues for the then current fiscal year, 
may be invested or re-invested by the Municipality 
in bills, certificates of indebtedness, notes, bonds, 
or debentures which are direct obligations of, or 
obligations the principal and interest of which are 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of 
America, which shall be subject to redemption at 
face value by. the holder thereof at the option of such 
holder, The securities so purchased as an investment 
of funds shall be deemed at alltimesto be a part of the 
account from which the said investment was with- 
drawn and the interest accruing thereon and any 
profit realized therefrom shall be credited to such 
account, and any loss resulting from such invest- 
ment shall likewise be charged to said account. The 
Municipality shall present for redemption or sale 
on the prevailing market any securities so purchased 
whenever it shall be necessary to do so in order to 
provide monies to meet any payment or transfer 
from such account.

Bond hereby authorized and the maintenance of the 
several accounts herein created; and no customer of 
the System, individual, corporate, or municipal shall 
receive free service, or any service without being 
charged the full rates prescribed in the rules and 
regulations of the Municipality. 

(c) It will operate the System on a Fiscal year 
basis, to-wit; October 1 through September 30 of the 
following year. 

(d) It will maintain complete books and records 
relating to the operation of the System and its fin- 
ancial affairs and will cause such books and records 
to be audited annually at the end of each fiscal year 
and an audit report prepared and will furnish the 
Farmers Home Administration, without request, a 
copy of each annual audit report, At all reasonable 
times the Farmers Home Administration shall have 
the right to inspect the System and the records, ac- 
counts, and data of the Municipality relating thereto, 

(e) It will maintain such insurance coverage as 
may be required hy the Farmers Home Adrministra- 
tion, 

(f) It will not borrow any money from any source 
or enter into any contract or agreement or incur any 
other liabilities in connection with making extensions 
or improvements, other than normal maintenance of 
the System, or make any extensions or enlargements 
of the System, or permit others to do so, without ob- 
taining the prior written consent of the Farmers 
Home Administration, 

(g) It will maintain its corporate identity and 
existence and will not dispose of or transfer its 
title to the System or any part thereof, including 
lands and interest in lands, by sale, mortgage, lease, 
or otherwise, without obtaining prior written consent 
of the Farmers Home Administration, 

(h) In the event the Government shall make any 
advances for the payment of insurance premiums or 
other advances which may he required to protect 
the Government’s security interest, it will pay in 
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addition to the interest on the unpaid Bond, interest 
on all such advances or expenditures in connection 
therewith made by the Government at the same per 
annum rate specified in the Bond, All such advances, 
expenditures and interest thereon shall be deemed pay- 
able upon demand immediately after any such ex- 
penditure by the Government, Any such amounts due 
the Government shall take priority over any other pay- 
ments from the Reserve Account. 

SECTION 8, In order to secure the payment of 
the principal of and interest on the Bond, pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 318, Title 37, Code of 
\labama, Recompiled 1958, there is hereby created 
a Statutory Mortgage Lien in favor of the holder of 
the Bond upon the System, including any after-acquir- 
ed property, 

Chere will he filed for record in the Office of 
the Judge of Probate in the County or Counties in 
which any part of the System is located a notice con- 
taining a brief description of the Bond and a de- 
claration that said Statutory Mortgage Lien has been 
created for the benefit of the holder of such Bond 
upon the System, including any additions thereto and 
extensions thereof, The Mayor and Clerk of the Muni- 
cipality are authorized and directed to execute and file 
said Declaration, 

SECTION 9, A, Nothing in this Ordinance shall be 
construed as to prevent the issuance, with the prior 
written consent of the State Director of the Farmers 
Home Administration for the State of Alabama, by the 
Municipality of additional bonds or obligations payable 
from the income of revenue derived from the operation 
of the System and constituting a lien upon said revenues 
on a parity with, but not prior to nor superior to, the 
lien of the Bond herein authorized, nor to prevent 
the issuance of bonds or other obligations refunding 
all or a part of the Bond herein authorized, provided, 
however, that the Municipality, at the time of the 
issuance of such additional obligations, is not, and 
has not been in default as to the payments required to 
be made under this ordinance for a period of at least 
twenty-four months, or if at such time, the Bond 
authorized hereby has not been issued and outstanding 
for a period of twenty-four months, then for the 
period said Bond has been issued and outstanding, 
and provided, that before such additional parity bonds 
or other parity obligations are authorized or actually 
issued, other than refunding bonds or other refunding 
obligations (unless any Hen or revenues of the 
System of the obligations refunded is subordinate to 
the lien of the Bond herein authorized and the lien on 
revenues of the System of the refunding obligations 
is on a parity with the lien thereon of the Bond 
herein authorized), the annual earning derived from 
the operation of the System for the fiscal year im- 
mediately preceding the date of the issuance of such 
additional parity obligations shall have been sufficient 
to pay the costs of operation and maintenance of the 
System for said fiscal year, and, in addition, sufficient 
to pay an amount representing one hundred and fifty 
percent (150%) of the average annual principal and 
interest debt service requirements on the outstanding 
revenue Bond and other obligations of the Municipal- 
ity payable from the revenues of the System; and 
provided further, that the estimated average annual 
earnings of said System for the life of the then out- 
standing revenue Bond and the proposed revenue 
bonds, all payable from the revenues of the System, 
shall have been sufficient to pay the estimated 
average annual costs of the operation and mainten- 
ance of the System for the life of both the then out- 
standing and the proposed revenue bonds, and in 
addition, sufficient to pay an amount representing one 
hundred and fifty percent (150%) of the debt service 
requirements of the then outstanding revenue bonds 
combined with the debt service requirements of the 
proposed additional revenue bonds; provided, further, 
that the annual earnings derived from the operation of 
the System need not equal 150% of the debt service 
requirements of the outstanding and the proposed 
additional revenue bonds or other obligations in the 
event the Government is the purchaser or insurer 
of any such additional bonds or obligations, 

B. A written certification by a Certified Public 
Accountant that said earnings for the said fiscal year 
immediately preceding the new obligations, when 
adjusted as heréinafter provided, are sufficient topay 
said amounts, shall be conclusively presumed to be 
accurate in determining the rights of the Municipality 
to authorize, issue, sell and deliver such additional 
bonds or other obligations on a parity with the Bond 
herein authorized. Any necessary estimate of future 
earnings of the System shall be prepared by a con- 
sulting engineer, : 

C, In determining whether or not additional 
parity bonds, or other obligations may be issued as 
aforesaid, consideration shall be given toany probable 
increase (but not reduction) in operation and main- 
tenance expenses that will result from the expenditure 
of the funds proposed to be derived from the issuance 
of the said additional bonds or other obligations un- 
less, simultaneously, consideration is given to off- 
setting the effect of any such probable increase by an 
increase in rates and charges for services, 

SECTION 10, If at any time it shall appear to the 
Government that the Municipality is able to refund 
the amount of the Bond then outstanding, in whole or in 
part, by obtaining a loan for such purpose from re- 
sponsible cooperative or private credit sources, at 
reasonable rates and terms for loans for similar 
purposes and periods of time, the Municipality will, 
upon request of the Government, apply for and accept 
such loan in sufficient amount to repay the Govern- 
ment and will take all such action as may be required 
in connection with such loan, 

SECTION ll, The provisions of this ordinance shall 
constitute a contract between the Municipality and the 
United States of America so long as the Bond hereby 
authorized remains unpaid, 

SECTION 12, The Mayor and Clerk of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, be and they are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute for and on hehalf of the Munici- 
pality Form FHA 400-4, Non-Discrimination Agree- 
ment’, and Form FHA 400-1, ‘‘Equal Opportunity 
Agreement’, to which is attached and made a part 
thereof an “Equal Opportunity Clause’’ designated as 
Form FHA 400-2 to be incorporated in or attached 
as a rider to each construction contract involving 
$10,000.00 or more, 

Adopted at a regular meeting of the governing
